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PSHE IERIE EHTS TO BE OR NOT .TO BE ? pr a at te a Dn ae a ea a 
Gliacobinids Meteor Shower? of October 9-10th3’ 


In 1946 the hobby of television DXing was not even an infant in 
todders clothes. A TV DxXer in 1945 was defined as a resident of the sub~ 
urbs of New York City (perhaps 40 miles from the Empire State Building) 
with a 60 foot antenna. In the fall of 1946 one of the most amazing 
meteor displays to ever be witnessed by man lite up the skies one 
chilly enening. And if there had been somebody watching at the right 
spot he would have been amazied to find reception of television stat- 
ions good for several hours,from stations 1000 and more miles away. 

Tho date was October .9th., the meteor shower was one called the 
Giacobinids. Mcteor showers such as the Giacobinids are caused by 
swarms of minutc dust and stone particles which follow in the tail of 
a comet. The Giacobinids comct has a period of 13 years, for observers 
here on Earth. That means it returns to cross the earths path once 
every 13 yearseeto the day. . a. 

October 9,1959 will see the return of the Gilacobinids Comet,and with 
it will come a tremendous concentration of meteor size dust particles. 
And during the hours in which the earth's path crosses this trail of 
dust particles known as the comets tail,millions of these particles 
will be swept up by the earth's gravity field,and huge meteor shower 
will result. According to all of the first issued predictions, the 
peak of this shower will occur around 4:30 PM(1630) local time, This 
meant the predicted best period for TV DXing via meteor bursts would be 
“1230-2030 LST. However,information released today by the Mt.Wilson 
Observatory indicates the whole shower "MAY" be a DUD. It seoms that 
unlike 1946,the earth's trajectory and that of the comet are now some 
hours apart. This means the earth will pass by the comet before the 
comet passes by the earth.! Or to put another way, unlike 1946 when 
the comet passed in front of the earth's path,and the earth than 
passed through the comets tail.which included the huge swarm of dust 
particles,it “appears now" that the earth will pass by the comet and 
then the comet will pass through the earth's wake. If this latest 
prediction is so, the Giacobinids shower may have almost no affect on 
on the meteor burst rates Only time will tell... It is interesting to 
note that visual astronomers who have voluntered to count the meteor 
shower visual count that evening have now been assigned to be espec- 
jally wary from 2200 LST to 0700 LST(2200 On the 9th til 0700 on the 
10th.) It may be safe to assume then that no one is very sure what 
is going to happen.Your DXing observations will be the basis for a 
good deal of studye The whole period from noon on the 9th umtil noon 
on the 10th bares careful observations. se... Good Luck!

USE OF OFFSET FREQUENCIES TO AID IN IDENTIFYING STATIONS 
By Carter Bays , October 6, 1959 

Perhaps many of you have no idea what this is all about; If you 
‘ were at the convention, however, you may have been exposed to a rather 
poor demonstration on my part of this technique which, carefully 
employed, will allow the alert DXer to know almost infallibly what 
station is coming in with no more than interference from the station. 
I should stress, however, that this technique should igi be used as a 
substitute for actually 1D-ing a station even though dfe may be 
positive of its identity. 

And now for. the much needed explanation. When the FCC allocates 
channels, the allocations for a given channel are not all on the same 
frequency. Most allocations ere "offset" 10 KC (1/3 are offset plus 10 
KC; 1/3 are offset minus 10 KC). Only 1/3 of the allocations are for ~ 
the "true" frequency. Now, ell DXers have seen the big horizontel black 
bars thet occasionally result when two stations on the same channel 
interfere. These big black bars result only when two stations have the 
same offsets (i.e. Both have a+ 10 KC offset; both have a - 10 KC 
offset; or both have a "zero" offset and are therefore on the true 
frecuency). If the two stations in question have different offsets the 
pars are much finer, less noticesble, and (in cases where one signal 
is stronger than the other) have a less detrimental effect upon the 
picture. Thus, by assigning stations to different offsets the problem 
of co-channel interference is somewhat alleviated. 

As I have just said, stations on a given channel are in three 
groups of offsets: plus 10 KC, minus 10 KC, and zero KC, or+,-, and O. 
Two co-channels stations from the same group will always interferes 
with large horizontal bars (fewer than 30 bars ecross the picture- 
usually 5 to 10). Two stations from different offset groups will 
interfere with small bars (more than 70). There is no "in between" 
situation (i.e. 40-50 bars). There are obviously two possible groups 
for small bar interference 

1. When ae O offset station interferes with a+ (or-) offset 
station (I will take the liberty of calling these "“adjacents" 
2. When a +offset station interferes with a - offset station 
(I will call these “opposites"), ) < 

Now, there is a small but usually easily perceptible difference 
between the interference of opposites and that of adjacents. Adjacents 
almost always interfere with tiny (more than 90) horizontal bars, 
whereas opposites always interfere with small bers that are not quite 
horizontal, but are slanted very slightly from right to left. Usually 
there are between 70 and 20 bars ecross the picture. 

A good example of adjacents interfering (for the Buffalo boys ) 
would be WJRT-12 and W 2. An example of opposites would be WNEM-5 
and WEWS-5.
